The senate, with a mini- 
mum of debate, today re- 
turned to the house with 
minor amendments a bill 
permitting barbers to fix 
minimum prices for hair 
cuts. 


By a vote of 19 to 7 and two 
pairs the upper chamber passed 
finally a house approved measure 
which would allow 85 per cent 
of barbers In a county to estab- 
lish minimum charges. The min- 
imum in cities of 1,000 or more 
population or within two mllea of 
the limits of such, cities could not 
be more than 40 cents. In rural 
areas barbers could deviate from 
the city minimum up to 25 per 
cent. 


Agreements made by members 


of the trade would be subject to 
approval or disapproval 
of the 


Board of Barber Examiners, an 
amendment Inserted by the sen- 
ate. 
The senate also cut from 


the house measure authority for 
barbers 
to 
establish 
uniform 


opening and 
closing hours for

gressors. 


"Whenever we undertake to sell 


arms to one side and refuse to 
sell arms to the other side, wo 
are already in an attitude of war 
toward the side which falls to get 
, , arms," Borah 
declared.

The money would be used to 


supplement

subsidize both domestic consump- 
tion and export of crop surpluses. 


Under an agreement tentative- 


ly reached by senators from the 
South and 
Mlddlewest, $250,000,- 


000 would be added to the house- 
approved 
agriculture 
appropri- 


ation bill for "parity" payments. 
Another $160,000,000 would be In- 
serted for disposal of surpluses. 
The house measure already car- 
ries $500,000,000 for soil conser- 
vation payments to farmers who 
cooperate with the federal crop 
control programs. 
Leaders In the movement to In- 
crease the farm outlay expressed 
belief thy would succeed, despite 
earllr houuse action in rejecting 
the $250,000,000 for "parity0 pay- 
ments designed to raise 'farmers' 
purchasing power. 


While these new demands ap-

velt, agriculture department exe- 
cutives conferred with farm lead- 
ers in both houses on plans for 
approving the funds.

After passing the resolution to 
third reading, tho senate laid It 
aside, and leaders among pro-"»n- 
ents said they probably would not 
press Immediately for a final test. 
The senate first voted 19 to 5 
for engrossment, but later Senator 
J. Franklin Spears of San Antonio 
and Allan Shivers of Port Arthur, 
who had been off the floor, re- 
turned and asked to be recorded, 
as voting aye. 
To submit an amendment a two- 
thirds majority of tho membership 
of both senate and house of repre- 
sentatives must approve. In the 
senate 21 votes is such a majority. 
There was no debate preceding: 
the drive for engrossment, Senator 
R, A. Welnert of Soguln, one of tho 
sponsors, merely called the propo- 
sition up, and It went through with- 
out argument.

EASTER BASIS OF OPTIMISM 


FOR A SCARED GENERATION* 


iTwo Worlds Necessary for Settlement of Per- 


sonal and Public Problems—The Gospel's 
Great Word of Hope for All Who Are 
Baffled or Bereaved.

' On my first crossing of 
the 
Pacific I chanced to be on deck 
at sunrise one morning; and I 
saw a Japanese passenger stand- 
ing by the rail arid worshipping 
the sun. It was the first time 
I had ever witnessed the ritual 
of non-Christian worship. Nowa- 
days I recall the Incident at ev- 
ery Easter, as I read reports of 
great sunrise meetings 
In 
all 
parts of the land, attended by an 
aggregate of millions of persons. 
These sunrise services, with their 
Immense vogue, are a new phe- 
' nomonon. And I wonder If some 
of them are not really a form 
of sun-worship. In most of them 
the vital Easter message of a 
life beyond the grave is domi- 
nant; but sponsors need to be 
watchful to preserve this, the real 
purpose of mass worship. 
These Easter outpourings are 
'doubtless a revelation of a deep 
movement of popular feeling. It 
takes a strong motive to get my- 
riads of people out of bed before 
sunrise, to make a journey to 
the rendezvous on mountain top 
or by the sea, or In a huge out- 
doors auditorium. More 
basic 
thinking prevails about the great 
fundamental 
themes 
than 
any 


of 
us 
recognize. 
Everybody 
muses, at some time or another, 
upon life and death and eternal 
destiny. There Is a Divine spark 
in the heart of the meanest per- 
con. 
At life's crisis he Instinc- 
tively turns to God. 
' 
The Greatest Riddle 


Life Is one riddle, and death 
is a greater. It confronts every- 
body In moments of s o b e r 
thought. "Who am I? What am 
I here for? Where am I going?" 
These are questions of 
every- 
body's asking. They underlie all 
the other lesser 
problems 
of 
health and bread and butter and 
human relations. They are the 
basic questions which challenge 
a man's soul. 
Indeed, life and death are In- 
soluble 
riddles unless we can 
postulate a future 
life. 
I was 


Shocked recently by the frailty of 
a friend, a great scholar and 
Christian teacher, who has passed 
the allotted span of life. His bril- 
liant brain has stored In It a 
jnaaa of priceless knowledge. I 
know no successor for him In 
his special fields of original re- 
search. Is all this treasure to be- 
come as nothing, as If dumped In- 
to'the sea, when his eyes are ten- 
derly closed, for the last time? I 
could not be reconciled to the 
justice of his eventual passing 
were I not confident that In the 
larger life of eternity, where "His 
servants shall serve Him," my 
friend will carry on, with unim- 
paired and Increased powers, the 
work he has been 
doing 
on 
earth for God and man.

The Oldest Mystery 


This earth's surface holds more 
graves than living homes. There 
are more persons dead than there 
are alive. The world Is a vast 
necropolis. I have seen the pyra- 
mid tombs of Egypt; the great 
mausoleum of Cyrus In Persia; 
the countless grave 
mounds 
in 
China; 
the 
beautiful 
grave-me- 


morials of Europe, 


•Death Is the oldest 
mystery 
and the greatest present grief. It 
touches us on every side. To mul- 
titudes the dead are a greater 
part of life than the living. 
Some sepculatlve spirts 
have 


doubts about a life after death. 
What Wordsworth called "Intima- 
tions of Immortality," and all the 
Instinctive expectations 
of con- 


tinued existence which reside in 
the human heart, make no appeal 
to them. 
The one greatest ob- 
stacle to a disbelief In the resur- 
rection Is the New Testament. So 
Interwrought with the teachings 
of that book Is the doctrine of the 
resurrection that the whole of 
the Christian Scriptures must be 
chucked onto the scarp heap If 
this truth Is to be rejected. The 
New Testament, and the Chris- 
tlon religion, stand or fall with 
the Gospel of the resurrection 
As our Lesson text has it, "If we 
have only hoped In Christ In this 
life, we are of all men most piti- 
able....For as in Adam all die, 
so also, In Christ shall all be 
made alive." 
When All Are Orthodox 
I once attended the funeral of 
a famous editor, a "liberal." Many 
distinguished persons were pres- 
ent. The words pronounced over 
the bier were not eulogies of my 
friend's 
notable 
achievements, 


but the sublime 
affirmation 
of 
the resurrection. It came 
over 


me that we are all orthodox at 
a funeral. Unbelief has no word 
of comfort for the grief-stricken. 
As we stand beside the grave we 
want the 
clear 
assurances of 
Scripture that life Is a road which 
stretches on through eternity, 
In two 
tender, 
phrases 
the 
Scotch are wont to describe the 
life hereafter—"Our lang hame," 
and "The land o' the leal." They 
envisage all that Is best of our 
earthly homes, with their 
loyal 
hearts, as purified, perfected and 
perpetuated In the land of many 
prepared abiding places. 


So" death has no terror for the 


friends of Christ. Wo all know 
persons who are 
homesick 
for 


heaven: they are lonely for their 
dear ones gone before, and for 
the peace that prevails perma- 
nently. The early Christian mar- 
tyrs went to their death In the 
Roman 
arena with 
smiles on 
their faces and songs on their 
lips.The Ground of Optimism 


In the every day affairs' of ev 
eryone of us, the 
resurrection 


emerges as the cure for all mis 
understandings 
and 
Injustices 


AH of us suffer wrongs that i 
needs eternity to right. The story 
of Dives and Lazarus is a pic 
ture of Eternal Justice at work 
in the universe.

Proponents claim 19 votes cer- 
tain for final pass: 30 and oppon- 
ents assert they have 12. The lat- 
ter are said to be both against 
submitting any amendment which 
would put a tax in the constitution 
and against any sales tax, no mat- 
ter how small. 
Some of the latter say the real 
issue Is the sales tax, everything 
else stripped aside. 
Governor W. Lee O'Danlel has 
approved submission of an amend- 
ment embodying guaranteeing $38 
a month Income, to those over 69 
who do not have'such Income and 
levying a sales tax to pay the bill. 
Ho opposed a sales tax in his cam- 
paign, but has said ho was willing 
to take a sales tax now as a "com- 
promise" to get sufficient money 
to defray costs of social security. 
• An Important point Is that after 
engrossment, now the status of the 
constitutional resolution, it may 
be changed only by two-thirds vote. 
This means, for example, the 
sales tax could not be removed, or 
any other amendments made, ex- 
cept by consent of two-thirds of the 
membership. 
The house twice has refused to 
give tho constitutional amendment 
In that branch 100 votes necessary 
for adoption. 
Some think senate action would 
strengthen the movement for eub- 
mission of an amendment in the 
bouse.

ALLEGED VACANCY 


CASE 
DECIDED 


V SUPREME COURT 


AUSTIN, April 6.—<;?)—The su- 


premo court ruled Wednesday an 
inadequate description of an al- 
leged vacancy of 11,320 acres of 
the Kenedy ranch in South Tex- 
as was sufficient to prevent R. 
Y. Walker 
from 
surveying the 
' Jand. 


The court affirmed an appellate 
court decision which had denied 
Walker an injunction to restrain 
John G. Kenedy, Jr., from inter- 
fering with making a survey and 
...set aside an injunction 
granted 
j ' Kenedy by a trial court which 


would have blocked attempts to 
survey the acreage. 


The suit originated when Walker 


filed an application for a survey 
of the area, saying he believed 
them "unsurveyed land belonging 
to the public free'school fund." 
Kenedy refused admittance to 
O'Deli Douglass, a licenaed land 
surveyor hired by Walker. 
Walker then fi'led suit to enjoin 
Kenedy from interfering with the 
proposed survey and Kenedy filed 
cross-action asking an injunction 
to keep surveyors off the land. 


The district court denied Walk- 
er's application and granted Ken- 
edy's request. 


Killing Reversed 
AUSTIN. April 6.—</P)~An appel- 


late court ruling that the state land 
commissioner was without power 
to execute mineral leases on cer- 
tain vacancy applications In Polk 
county was reversed by the su- 
premo court Wednesday. 


Besides reversing the judgment. 
The state's highest tribunal in civil 
matters dissolved an injunction or- 
dered by the trial court restraining 
the land commissioner to grant 
the leases. 
. In the case, styled Earl H. Short, 
et al, plaintiffs in error, vs. W. T. 
Carter and brother, et al, defend- 
ants In error. Carter and others, 
•who owned 3,000 acres In a league 
Aranted Andrew Morales by the 
Mexican government in 1835. sued 
tho land commissioner, and others 
to enjoin the commissioner from 
Issuing leases on acreage alleged 
to be a vacancy. 


The court of civil appeals af- 


firmed the trial court's granting 
a temporary injunction prohibiting 
the land commissioner to issue the 
leases,

to at least on former Navarro 
county man. Homer Victor Smith, 
district manager 
of 
the Com- 
munity Natural Gas Company at 
Taylor, recalls In a communica- 
tion to the Daily Sun that it was 
on April 10, 1917, that he made 
application for enlistment in the 
IT. S. armed forces and it Is his 
belief that he -was the first man 
in Navarro county to volunteer 
his services to his country. 
War with Germany 
was 
de- 


clared by congress on April 6, but 
it was not until four days later, 
on April 10 that the 
postmaster 


in Corsicana 
received 


telegram that he waa 
to accept enlistments. Mr. Smith 
writes that he made his appear- 
ance at the postoffice that same 
afternoon 
and asked to 
enlist. 


Since tho postmaster was as yet 
not 
equipped 
with 
enlistment 


forms or funds, ho advised Mr. 
Smith to go to Dallas where a 
regular recruiting office wtut lo- 
cated. Mr. Smith states that the 
postmaster offered to personally 
pay the fare to Dallas and the 
postoffice personnel also offered 
to take up a 
collection. 
Mr. 


Smith refused both these 
offers 


and took It upon himself to get 
to Dallas where he could enlist 
and help Uncle Sam win the war. 
Boarded Freight Train 


In his letter to the Daily Sun 


Mr. Smith recalls his adventure 
as follows: 
"I remained in Corsicana until 


the night of April 10 and after 
dark boarded a T and BV freight 
train. Just outside of Corsicana 
the brakeman on the train came 
along and caught me and ad- 
vised me that I could not ride 
that train beyond the next stop 
which I believe was Emhouse. 1 
told this brakeman of my mis- 
sion and showed him * note that 
the postmaster -had given me to 
give to the recruiting officer In 
Dallas. The brakeman remained 
with 'me until we reached 
the 


next stop. He then took me back 
to the caboose and told the rest 
of the train crew of my mission. 
They let me remain in th« ca- 
boose and let me share their mid- 
night lunch with them and ajso 
sleep there a portion of the nl^ht. 
The next morning when we ar- 
rived in Dallas the train conduc- 
tor asked me If I had any money 
with which to buy my breakfast 
and of course the answer was 
"no" and thruthfully. The train 
crew then made up a collection 
and gave me sixty-five centa to 
purchase my breakfast and In a 
joking manner requested that I 
bring back the Kaiser and turn 


i him over to them." 
Enlisted In Navy. 
In Dallas Mr. Smith states that 


he enlisted in the navy. He waa 


sent to the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station and then to Bos- 
ton. Later he was stationed on 
the U. S. S. Newport News on 
which ship he remained for the 
duration of the war. After the 
war Mr. Smith re-enlisted and In 
the course of his service visited 
England, France, Ireland, Wales. 
Portugal, Haiti, Cuba, Guatemala, 
Honduras, and Mexico. 


In his letter to the Sun Mr. 


Smith writes In conclusion: 


"To wind Up this letter and to 


sum It up in brief, the above is 
a true account of what I believe 
to be the history of the 
first 


man to enlist In tho armed forces 
of America from Corsicana 
and 


Navarro county after the declara- 
tion of war. Perhaps it is also 
the history of tho youngets mem- 
ber of the armed forces 
from 


Navarro county. I waa born at 
Roane, Texas, tho son of -Mr. and 
Mrs. 
GUB Smith on 
September 


12, 1001, and Jiave always called 
Coralcana my home. I have an 
uncle, Will Smith, who lives at 
present just north of Corsicana 
and another uncle, Ed Smith, who 
lives at Wlnkler, close to Street- 
man. Another uncle. Bob Smith, 
lives at Rural Shade."

STATE DEPARTMENT EDUCA- 


TION PUSHES CAMPAIGN 


INTEREST SAFETY 


By W. B. MARSHALL 


Executive Secretary Equalization 
State Department of Education 
One of the most vital problems 


confronting the people of Texas 
today is the tremendous toll of 
human lives taken by accidents 
annually, not only on the high- 
ways but in the homes and in- 
dustrial plants. And the primary 
reasons for such avoidable deaths 
are carelessness and neglect to 
observe the sane and common 
rules of safety. 


The state department of edu- 
cation has issued a bulletin, free 
to all who desire it, on Safety 
Education. It was prepared by 
G. E. Shauer, captain 
of 
the 


Texan Safety 
Division Commis- 


sion, for use in the public schools 
of Texas in teaching the value 
of knowledge and caution. And 
these 
two watchwords 
"Knowl- 
edge and Caution" must be guard- 
ed vigilantly if accidental deaths 
and Injuries are to be reduced. 
It has been stated that Texas 
ranks among the first four of 
the sates of the union in point 
of safety education in our public 
schools—and this la truly a re- 
markable 
achievement, and one 


of which all Texas parents should 
bo proud. 
It is the belief of the state 


department of education and t>» 
Texas Department of Public Safe- 
ty that no stones should be left 
unturned in teaching the 
ele- 


mentary, junior high school, and 
high school pupils all that Is pos- 
sible about methods designed to 
prevent accidents of all kinds in 
order to further safety education 
in general and driver education. 


Safe Habits 
The department 
sponsors and 


urges the teaching of safety Wn- 
der the following general head- 
Ings: Formation of Safe Habits; 
Home 
Safety—which 
Includes 
Fire Prevention; Street Safety; 
Winter Safety; First Aid; Spring 
Safety; and Vacation Hazards. 
In order to teach the formation 


of Safe Habits it is necessary to 
Instill into the minds of 
the 
youngsters 
he 
many 
injuries 


which Safety will prevent, such 
as pain, inability to go places 
whcn"dlsabled, possibility of los- 
ing a hand, foot, or eye, and so 
on. And it Is recommended that 
these Items be taught by the 
use of charts, pictures, stories, 
and other such pictorial methods. 
It is recommended that 
the 


child be taught the value of obed- 
ience, to control his curiosity, to 
be alert all of the time, to take 
advantage of all safety warnings, 
to play in safe places, to avoid 
things which are known to be 
dangerous (do not ride on run- 
ning board, do not skate in the 
streets, "do not hold to vehicles 
while riding a bicycle, and so on), 
and obedience to the laws. The 
child should be taught that th* 
first law of nature is self-preser- 
vation. And have the school chil- 
dren compose safety poems and 
songs and paraphrase them. As 
an example: 
to 
the 
tune 
of 


"Smiles:" 


"There are rules that make us 


scrappy 
There are rules that make us 


mad; 
There are rules that tell us to 


be careful 
And a few we think are very 


bad; 
There are rules that warn us 


all of danger, 
There are rules that help us In 


our work 
But the rules they give us tor 


our Safety 
Are the rules that w« must not 


shirk." 


Safety Patrols 
One of the most forward steps 


ever taken toward prevention of 
accidents and consequent Injuries, 
and possible death, has been the 
establishment of school safety pa- 
trols. While this is not a new 
thing In Texas, aa many of the 
large cities have had such an 
organization for several years, 
under 
the 
sponsorship 
of 
the 
state department 
of, education 
and the "Department of Public 
Safety, Highway Patrol Division," 
remarkable reception was accord- 
ed the movement during the past 
eighteen 
months. 
Of particular 


note is the fact that over four 
score cities launched the organl- 
zalon In all or part of their pub- 
lio schools during the past year 
and a half, and not a single re- 
pot of a child being seriously 
injurtd in the school zones of 
these cities hgs been 
received 


to date. Truly this is a remark- 
able achievement. 
Safety Consciousness. 


The purpose of the patrol is to 
create an attitude of safety con- 
sciousness among the pupils as 
they approach and leave school. 


The personnel is composed of 


two or more members from each 
of the higher grades named by 
the school authorities, or by a 
junior safety council. They should 
be 
selected 
according to age, 
character, personality, 
courtesy, 


scholastic attainment, and so on. 
Tho personnel consists of cap- 
tains, lieutenants, 
and 
patrol, 


men. Promotions are made from 
the ranks. Arm bands are used 
to designate the officer's rank, 
and wlile Sam Browne belts arc 
used to go with the 
uniform 


which Is usually white. 


None aro named to the organi- 
zation without the written con- 
sent of the parents. And failure 
to be punctual, discourtesy, and 
failure 
In grades or .neglect of 
duty may cause the dismissal of 
the .student from the organiza- 
tion.' 


The members work In collabo- 
ration with the members of tho 
city police department In train- 
ing 
the patrol and 
In making 


safety talks. 
Their duties are to prevent tho 


other students from jay-walking, 
to seo that they do not cross the 
street during heavy • traffic, and 
to prevent thorn from running into 
the' streets during the play hours. 
They 'serve ns monitors in the 
class room as raffio offtotjrs in 
tho halls between classes arid dur- 
ing fire drills. Their post'.of''duty 
is not in the street but on the 
curb. He holds up the pedestrian 
traffic until the automobile traf- 
fic la lightened; he can hold Up 
automobile traffic until the chil- 
dren pass. He assists tho bus 
driver In seating the children, in 
helping the smaller children get

In the fish shape they 
burn slower and with greater pow- 
er. 


One hundred million dollars, it 
was announced, will be spent this

streamlining American gasolines. 
This Is the start of a now move, 
the object ultimately to be able 
to convert all the hundreds of odd- 
shaped hydrocarbons In gasoline 
into 
the one Ideal streamlined 


fish form. 
The announcements were made 
at a symposium of the American 
Chemical Society on the catalytic 
processes, alkylatlon, which 
has 


nothing to do with alkalinity, that 
gives ,the new source of aviation 
gasoline. 
This was reported by 
Dr. Gustav Egloff, of the Unlver-

This streamlining money Is go- 


Ing Into all the processes for mak- 
ing gasoline. 
There are catalytic 
cracking, iso-octane,

tion, alkylatlon and dehydrogena- 
tlon and hydrogenatlon. 
The latter Is one of the process- 
es used for making the highspeed 
aviation fuel known as 100-octane 
gasoline.
